be, That they oz any of them ſhall not oz doe not at any tune oꝛ times 
after the firſt day of Nouember next comming, impoꝛt,. conney, oꝛ bung 
02 cauſe to be impozted conuaied oꝛ bꝛought, into this Our Realme of 
England, 02 Dur Realme of Ireland, 02 Donunion of Wales, from any the partes beyond 
the Seaes, Any kind oꝛ ſoꝛt of any gold oꝛ ſiluer Foliat oꝛ leafe, oꝛ any Tin foyle oꝛ Copper 
Fotle Whatſoeuer,to be vttered ſould, put toſale,o2 vied, Within any Dur Realms oz Doin- 
ntons : vponpaine to loſe oꝛ foꝛfeit the ſaine, and to ſuſtaine unpuſonment at the will and 
pleaſureof Us our Heires and Succeſſoꝛs, and to bee further puniſhed accoꝛding to Our 
Lawes foꝛ his 02 their conteinpt in that behalt: the one morty theroftobe to Us our Heir s 
and Succeſlozs, and the other moity thereok to bee to the Maſter and Wardens of the ſaid 
Company ⁊ their ſucceſſoꝛs, oꝛ ſuch other perſon oꝛ perſons as ſhall firſt ſeiʒe and ſue foꝛ the 
lame from time to tune. And Me doe hereby foꝛ Us our heires and ſucceſſoꝛs, will and oꝛ⸗ 
daine, and alſo ſtraighly charge and command, that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, not 
being a member and Free-man of the ſaid Company, (hall oz may within any part oꝛ place 
Within this our Realmes of England oz Ireland o2 Dominion of Wales, pzaciſe,vſe, oz crerciſe 
the Trade oꝛ Myſtery of beating Gold oꝛ Siluer into leafe, noꝛ ſhall any way erea, ſet vp, 
make ſtop, oꝛ mend any mould, engine, toole oz material whatſoeuer, foꝛ the beating oꝛ Woz- 
king of Gold oꝛ Siluer into Foliat, vpon paine ofthe loſſe ⁊ foꝛteture to Us our heires ⁊᷑ ſuc- 
ceſſoꝛs of al ſuch Gold and Siluer Leafe, and tooles, as ſhal be ſo beaten, wꝛought, made, oꝛ 
mended, contrary tothe tenour of theſep:eſents, and ſuch further puniſhment by umpaſon- 
ment, 02 otherwiſe as ſhall oꝛ may dy Our Tawes oꝛ pꝛerogatiue Royally be infliced 
vpon ſuch offenders foꝛ the contempt of this Our Royallpleaſure and commandement: 
The moity ot all which fozfeitures to be leuied and taken fo: Us Our heires andſuccel: 
ſoꝛs. And whereas Me haue pꝛouided x taken oꝛder that al ſuch Gold and Siluer Foliat as 
(hall be hereatter made by the Maſter and wardens and Cominalty of the ſaid Company, 
(hall be made and wꝛought out of foꝛrame Coyne and bullion onely,and not otherwiſe. We 
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doe by theſe pꝛeſents of Our ſpeciall Grace, certen knowledge, and meere motion, the becter 


to enable the ſaid Company in their ſaid Trade, foꝛ Us our heires #* ſucceſſoꝛs giut ⁊ grant 
free licence and authoꝛity to all Artifficers Tradſemen and other perſon # perſons whatſe. 
euer, that it (hall and may be lalbtull to and foꝛ them, and — of them from time to tune, 
and at all times hereafter, to buy receiue haue and take of and fromthe Maſter and War⸗ 
dens of the ſaid Company foꝛ the time being and ol and from no other perlon 82 perſons any 
quantity oꝛ quantities what ſoeuer, ot gold oz ſiluer foliat, by the ſaid Company, made as &- 
foꝛeſaid: and the ſame Gold e Siluer Foliat, oz any part thereof, ſo by them oꝛ anvofthem 
bought, oꝛ had ot oꝛ from the ſaid Maſter and Wardens of the ſaid Company, o2anyof 
them to Woꝛke, vſe, oꝛ umplop, in oꝛ about any Buildings, Seelings, Wainſcots,2Sedſteebs, 
Chaires. Stoolts, Coaches oꝛ any other Oznaments oꝛ wozks Whatſocuer, at their wil and 
pleaſure, Our late Pꝛoclamation publiſhed the fourth day of February laſt paſt : oꝛ any inhi⸗ 
bition, Clauſe, ſentence, oꝛ other thing therem contained to the contrary in any wile notwith- 
ſtanding, 02 any Statute,Conſtitution, Oꝛdmance, reſtra int, oz other thing heretofoꝛe had 
made executed oꝛ vſed to the contrary in any Wiſe notwithſtanding. 

And Me doe hereby ſtraightlycharge andcommand all perſon and perſons whatſocuer, 
who haue oꝛ hereafter ſhall haue occaſion to buy oꝛ vſe the ſame Gold # Siluer Foliat, that 
they and euery of them, ſhall from time to time and at all times hereafter, buy and take all 
ſuch Gold # Siluer Foliat, of and from the ſaid Maſter and Wardens of the laid Company 
fo: the time being onely, and from the hands of no other perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, the 
Maſter and wardens ſelling the ſame at as moderate rates and pꝛices as the ſame hath bin 
vented and ſold foꝛ by the ſpace of twenty peeres laſt paſt, conſider ation being had to the ray 
ling of Our ſtandard, vpon paine of toꝛteiture ot all ſuch gold and ſiluer foliat, as hee oꝛ they 
ſhall otherwiſe buy oꝛ vſe, and vpon pame of unpꝛiſonment, and incurring Our high indig⸗ 
nation and diſpleaſure mcomnutting the contrary. And We doe hereby foz Us Our heires 
and ſucceſſoꝛs, further charge and command all # ſinglar Juſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, She- 
rifes, Baplifes, Conſtables, and other officers of Us Our heires and ſucceſſozs, within 
this our Real ne of England and Donunion of Wales, that they # euery of them bee from time 
to time aiding and aſſiſting to the laid Maſter, U Uardens # Communalty, and their ſucceſ⸗ 
ſoꝛs, foꝛ and in the eretution as well ot theſe Our Letters Patents, as of all and ſingular 
Grants, Oꝛdinances, conſtitutions and Oꝛders, hereafter by vertue of theſe pꝛeſents, to be 
by them made, allowed, and appꝛoued of, actoꝛding to the Lawes and Statutes of this 
DurRealme of England. Wimeſſe Our ſelfe at Weſtminſter che eleuentk day of 0Feber, in the ſeuen- 
teenth yeere of Our Raigne of England, France, and Ireland and of Scotland, the three and Fiſticth:
